Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  District  Nurses  attend  cases  in  the  homes  where  necessary,  except  in  infectious 

cases. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  undertakes  all  necessary  work. 

Hospitals. 

There  is  no  change  in  former  arrangements. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  community. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  former  arrangements. 


Water. 


The  Town  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  both  quantity  and  quality,  although  occasional 
complaints  of  the  taste  of  chlorine  are  still  reported  from  various  parts  of  the  Town.  This  will 
probably  persist  until  there  is  some  alteration  in  either  the  means  of  supply  or  the  method  of 
chlorination.  Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  supply  have  been  made  and 
proved  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  major  extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  sewers 
and  seVvage  works  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Shops  Acts. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  licences  have  been  granted  for  Camping  Sites  and  informal  action  resulted  in  the 
closing  of  an  unofficial  Camp  which  was  in  the  process  of  being  established. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  nuisance  exists  from  smoke  in  this  area. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  no  Public  Swimming  Pool  in  the  district  and  the  small  indoor  Bath  formerly 
used  for  the  instruction  of  school  children  is  no  longer  in  use  through  the  lack  of  suitable 
filtration  and  purification  plant. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

All  general  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  a  Central  Abbatoir  outside  the  district.  Any 
articles  of  food  condemned  of  worth  while  quantity  ars  notified  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  Salvage 
department. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  infestation  of  bed  bugs  have  been  discovered  but  there  have  been  a  few  flea 
infestations  which  were  dealt  with  by  spraying  and  D.D.T.  powder.
